"^seek shelter behind the atomic 


power of its friends. 


"Without our nuclear 
shield. 


our defense is forever committed 
to our friends, and our counsels 
in the alliance, which have for so 
long been those of moderation 
and peace, would diminish great- 
ly in weight," he said in a state- 
ment. 


"I do not advocate the spread- 


i > ing about of nuclear arms. But 


this country has an unequalled 
record of responsibility in inter- 
national 
affairs. 
These 
deadly 


weapons are safer in our hands 
than in any other." 


Only Wednesday the statesman 


announced he had decided not to 
seek re-election to the House of 
Commons. But now he plunged 
into the political storm over Brit- 
ish nuclear weapons with all his 


*old vigor. 


The opposition Laborites and 


the Liberals believe Britain is 
wasting its resources trying lo 
keep up its dues in the atomic 
club with the United States, the 
Soviet Union and France. 


But in his .message to the an- 


nual meeting of the Primrose 
League, Churchill said the aban- 
donment of nuclear arms would 


*? condemn Britain to a course hold- 
'• ing greal perils. 


The Primrose League is an or. 


ganization dedicated to Conserva- 
tive party ideals and a strong 
Britain. The old warrior-states- 
man, 88, the league's grand mas- 
ter, was not present at the ses- 
sion, held near the houses of 
Parliament. 


Churchill warned that if Brit- 


. ain gave up its nuclear deterrent,

He said nuclear policy "is one 


of the great issues the country 
will have to decide this year or 
next." 


This was a reference to Brit- 


ain's national election due before

Jews' Ills 
Are Laid to 
Gheto Pose

NEW YORK (AP)-A Univer- 


sity of Chicago psychologist, Dr. 
Bruno Bettelheim, said today Ihe 
holocaust that overtook millions 
of Jews in Europe during World 
War II was, in part, a result of 
ghetto mentality among them. 


He said there has been "a stir- 


vial of ghetto thinking among 
present day American Jews." 


Dr. Bettelheim discussed the 


question in a speech before the 
20th anniversary conference of 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism. 


Defining the term, he said, "A 


certain type of ghetto thinking is 
of the form of an ostrich policy, 
to avoid having to take action. It 
is a type of deadening of the 
senses and emotions so that one 
will be permitted to survive." 


Dr. Bettelheim was in a concen 


tration camp. 


But even before that, he said, 


he and many of his friends had 
become convinced that it was 
necessary to leave Europe "not 
yet to save our lives which were 
not threatened, that came much 
later, 
but 
to save our 
self- 


respect." 


He continued, "Therefore, 
it 


was hard for me to accept that 
many Jews were willing to live 
in utter degradation to save their 
earthly possessions — which still 
seemed 
reasonably 
possible 
at 


that time—and to continue to live 
at the old place with one's old as* 
sociations, 
pretending that not 


much had really changed. 


"The only explanation I could 


find for such a strange denial of 
reality was that it was dye to 
remnants of a ghetto mentality 
This ghetto mentality, in turn, 
was the consequence of living for 
centuries in ghettos." 


He has been strongly criticized 


by American Jews for his theory, 
Dr. Bettftjheiin'fsaid.

One person was 
missing from the 44 passengers 
and five crewmen aboard the two-

.The plane plunged to earth 
hortly after takeoff Friday night. 
Vitnesses said the plane, belong- 
ng to Cruzeiro do Sul, caught 
ire, exploded in the air and 
plunged to earth. 


It broke up in the air and part 


of it rammed an apartment build- 
ng under construction. It sheared 
off a large section of the struc- 
ure and reduced it to rubble.

Phis is a greenhouse forcing to- 
mato with the ability to "set 
i'uit" under adverse conditions.' 
The field types of tomatoes would 
not. 
develop properly under the 


greenhouse conditions. 


Let's follow one of these to- 


matoes from "seed to salad;" An 
ounce of seed 
costing $25 is 


enough to plant the crop. On 
Dec. 
18 the seed for the present 


crop were planted in flats. After 
'our weeks they are transferred 
;p the greenhouses. With cyprus 
frames, these houses have re- 
movable walls and roof of poul- 
try 
netting and 
polyethelene. 


Though this plastic is quite satis- 
factory for protection in the win- 
ter, the hot summer sun breaks 
it down and it must bereplaced 
every year. 


Rain on tomatoes will cause 


them to crack, so the greenhouse 
moisture is controlled for the 
plants by an irrigation system 
which utilizes water in a nearby 
spring and pond. There are four 
wateroullels in each of the two 
houses, and in warm weather 
27,000 gallons of water are used 
in a week. 


If the same number of plants 


were grown outside, more than 
an acre would be needed. With 
environment control, (he plants 
can be grown closer together and 
are put 18 inches apart in rows 
3 feet apart. The greenhouses are 
192 by 78 feet in size. 


Whal about the heat in Ihcse 


"hot houses"? Gas is used seven 
months of the year lo maintain 
a constant daytime temperature 
of 70 to 80 degrees and a night- 
lime temperature of 60 lo 70 
degrees. Eight 120 BTU heaters 
are in each house, and fans and a 
ventilation system combat the 
problem of high humidity. 


Since tomato plants can't cry 


like an infant, an alarm system 
from the greenhouses lo Ihe home 
is used to warn thai Ihe tempera- 
ture is below the desired level.

Romney would not go the way

:he Republican nomination: "If 
nominated, I will not accept; if 
elected, I will not serve." 

"I am .not a 
candidate 
for 


president," Romney repeated. "1 
am hot going to become one." 


He added: "I don't care what 


.he timing is, six months from 
riow! or nine months from now, 1 
will say the same thing." 


< Asked if Romney seemed avail- 
able for a draft at the Republican 
convention in 1964, Miller said, "I 
don't think there is such a thing 
as a draft."

WASHINGTON (AP) *- As the 


heroes gathered with the Presi- 
dent, the memories came back— 
of scars and battles, of the friends 
they saved and the friends they 
lost. 


"It's 
one of those things you 


don't talk about," a winner of th« 
Medal of Honor said as he used 
a cane to get across the White 
House lawn on one leg. He lost 
the other in the Mexican War 49 
years ago. 


They shook hands with Presi- 


dent Kennedy, a few in' wheel- 
chairs, one with a steel hand Ken- 
nedy reached for heartily like all 
the rest. 


Wives had to tell the heroic. 


tales for some. Others could rat- 
tle off their citations like serial 
numbers. 


These were America's great 


heroes—234 of the 290 living win- 
ners of the Medal of Honor invited 
to a lawn party at the White 
House and a handshake from the 
President at a traditional recep- 
tion for 1,600 military men and 
their wives. 


They won their medals in Span- 


ish-American and Mexican wars, 
the Philippine Insurrection, Box- 
er Rebellion, two world wars and 
a "police action" in Korea. 


Kennedy, a PT boat hero of 


World War II himself, paid honor 
to all of them in a moving cere- 
mony in the Rose Garden outside 
his office and ventured it was .the 
largest number of Medal of Honor 
winners ever assembled. 


These men, recipients of the 


highest award the United States 
can give for military valor, are 
"our most distinguished American 
citizens," the President told his 
guests. 


Expressing the country's appre 


elation, Kennedy] said "you repre- 
sent the strong courage of Ameri- 
cans and their determination to 
defend their country." 


"While all Americans can't win 


the Medal of Honor, and while all 
of them can't fight 
in 
far-off 


places, I hope that all are big 
enough and strong enough and 
courageous 
enough 
to 
support 


them," the President added. 


The Marine Band played the 


stirring tunes of fighting men. 
And 
the 
colorful Army cere- 


monial fife and drum unit in co- 
lonial dress and sparkling bag- 
pipers added their tunes, including 
"Yankee Doodle." 


From the famous Truman bal- 


cony high above, the President's 
two young children, Caroline, 5, 
and John Jr., 2Vt, watched with 
nurses and playmates. And, the 
President's brother, Ally. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy started im- 
promptu tours of the refurbished 
White House for the heroes. 


A-Bomb for

voted today to restore $50 million 
of the $69.8 million that the House 
cut from the operations budget of 
the Post Office Department for 
the next year.

dent this would make unnecessary 
any substantial reductions in 'post- 
al service in the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. 


The subcommittee which han 


dies the bill carrying funds for the 
Post Office and Treasury depart' 
ments had recommended that $60 
million of the House slash be put 
back. 


The full group decided today on 


$50 million but also agreed that 
the Senate should insist on this 
as a rock-bottom figure in the con 
ference with the House and fight 
for it indefinitely.

Day told the subcommittee he 
might have to eliminate such 
things as Saturday deliveries and 
service to new homes and office 
buildings after July 1 if his de 
parlment received no more mon 
ey than the House voted.
